THE LETHBRIDGE STRIKE 


Mr. Lemioux Announces the Welcome 
Sottlement—Mr. King's Trip to In- 
dlanapolis Explained—Tariff Reso- 
lutions to Be Dealt With Im- 
mediately —Printod Copies of 
the Measure to Bo Accepted.

The Canal Plans. 

A brief debate on a motion by Col- 
onel Sam Hughes to open up the wa- 
ters of Gull River from Coboconk 
northward, as a feeder to the Trent 
Valley Canal, elicited from the Pre- 
mier expression of opinion that the 
Trent Valley Canal had already in its 
incompleted state proven to be of 
material advantage to the district it 
served, and justified the policy of 
constructing branches as _ feeders. 
While the Government had not suffi- 
cient information to enable them to 
form a conclusion upon the merits of 
this proposition, he suggested that 
Colonel Hughes’ description 
district indicated it was better fitted 
for a forest reserve and tourist resort 
than for agriculture. Mr. W. H. Ben- 
nett commended the Government for 
the liberal appropriation made for the 
canal, and adyocated the completion 
of the connection with Georgian Bay 
by the Severn River route, but Mr.

THE RUSSIAN FAMINE. 


Relief Appropriations Entirely Inade- 
quate—Zemstvo Committee’s Report. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 4—Princes | 
Lvoff and Orbelani, the representa- ' 
tives of the Moscow zemstvo famine 
relief organizatign, who have just re- 
turned from the stricken districts, 
have furnished the Associated Press 
with information showing that the 
crops in seven provinces, Samara, | 
Saratov, Bembirsk, Kazan, Penza, | 
Tambov and Ufa were practically to- 
tal failures. 

In twenty-one other provinces the | 
harvests were very poor. About 20,- | 
000,000 people will need assistance for | 
from four to ten months to stave off © 
starvation, until the new crops are 
available. In some regions the inhabi- 
tants have been sufferers from star- | 
vation for ten years, passable crops 
having been gathered in only two out 
of the ten years. Prince Lvoff be- 
lieves the Government estimate of 
| $50,000,000 for famine relief is inade- | 
quate. The Moscow zemstvo relief or- 
ganization calculates that $75,000,009 
and possibly more will be necessary. 

Though the conditions in the famine 
regions are now most distressing, the 
real horrors will begin in January. 
Tho zemstvo organization funds, $30,- 
000 will then be exhausted and the 
relief committees will be compelled to 
cease their efforts to save the lives 
of the starving peasants.

Bth twelve families were reported os 
having diphtberia—tliree in east, ward, 
ome in the south ward and eight in 
the north ward. One of the cases 
proved, fatal; the obild had been ill 
for several days before medical aid 
was called, the parents thinking it 
was) a ase of mumps. Bull doses of 
antiloxin were |given without avail. 
All ithe childiren exposed were jgiven 
minimizing doses of antitoxin with 
the hoppy result that none of them 
coulracted the disease. The moth- 
er, Who mursed the futul case, cou- 
trusted diphtheria, but rapidly re-

streets. The outbreuks have democ- 
alized the town schools, and as a re- 
sult the rooms are far from being 
full. If we had an isolation hospital 
all would be benefitted; the town, 
(too, should take hold of the matter. 
lt would be particularly good in- 
stitution for the poor — when one 
offu family was elck he or abe would 
be removed and the rest would not 
luuve to be shut up.” 

Mr. R. Kylie—"I have always been 
opposed to tho erection of a perm- 
anent isolation hospital and would 
vooner put up tents, which are a 
great deal wafer. Take o portion of 
the money and fit up the park and 
leave the rest for a charitable fund”. 

Mr, MoNeillio—"My mind leans to- 
wards the buildimg of an isolation 
hospital, and my second suggestion 
would be ito reserve the fund for 
charituble purposes, but the isola- 
‘tion hospital is needed. The needs of 
ithe community are not being met." 

Mayor Vrooman said he was en- 
itirely opposed to banking the money,

I might state that, there were 47 
oases of ityphoid fever admitted to 
Ross Memoria Hospital during the 
past year, all of which recovered, or 
are recovering. That is a record 
that cannot be beaten, and seldom 
bas been equalled in any institution 
in the world.. 

T might cay that water is the obicf 
sourse by which typhoid germs are 
conveyed into the ssy , and that 
drinking water contaminated witb 
ewage is the usual cause. IT have 
frequently called your attention to 
the danger of cewalge potlution in the 
ordinary stone wells, and as the town 
of Lindsay is favorably situated for 
avoiding the danger which results 
from such pollution, there is no ex- 
cuse for the alarming increase of ty- 
phoid fever, as abundance of pure 
Spring water can be obtained by 
digging down 10 or 20 ft. I would, 
therefore, recommend that the town 
Council pass a by-law prohibiting the 
use of stone wells and making it 
compulsory upon ithe citizens to con- 
struct; wells in. such a manner that 
surface water shoul be thoroughly 
excluded.

Winnipeg, Nov. 30.—The Hail Com- 
mission has drafted its final recom- 
mendations to the provincial commis- 
sion.

A natable charicteristio of (he pre- 
sent year is tho destruction of dife and 
property, which has been eauseu, by the 
forcesof nature. These forces haye not 
been so active and disastrous in their 
results for many years past. The re- 
cord, as compiled by the Chicayro Tri- 
bune, is x formidable one. In Jan- 
uary am eurthquake killed 14 per- 
sons alt Gouzano, Italy, and a cidut 
wave an the Columbian coast swept 
2,500. In Febr 
rieano visited the Sociaty Island, a 
favorite resort for hurricanes, and 
1,000 perished. In March, a cyclono 
Swept{(rouy h Mississippi and@l wore 
killed, and an earthquake in Formosa 
destroyed 2,000. In April the Ves- 
uvius eruption killed 2,000, a second 
camthquake ait Formosa, 100, the San 
Francisco earthquake 448, and a oy- 
Lolono in Texas 26. In July there 
were two smaller disasters, n cloud- 
burst at Ocampo, Mexico, which kill- 
ed 10 persons, and a watorspout at 
Lyans, France, which killed 31. 

Tho furies broke loosa in A sit 
and 2,000 were victims of an earth- 
quake at Valparaiso and 12,000 of 
floods at Hunan, China. In September 
thero was a lonix series of dosasters. 
A landslide and storm in tho Cau- 
easus cost 255 lives, the typhoon at 
Honz Kons 10,000, of flood ait Topic, 
Mexico, 10, a hurricana ait New Or- 
leana and Mobile 140, and a oyclono 
in Southern Spain 60. In October a 
hurricane off the coast of Florida, 
whieh started from Venezuela, skirt- 
ing Honduras, gua, Salvador 
and Cuba, Jeft 986 dead in its path. 
During the present month nature has 
taken a little rest, the lake storm of 
the last few days, in which il- 
ors perished, being tho principal dis- 
aster, ( 

Including |tho losses of life by less- 
er disasters of this kind, the record 
shows already that: more than 50,000 
persons have perished this year by 
earthquake, huricane and other mani- 
festations of nature's fury. It may be 
that December will swell the list, but 
even if it should not, itis not stranze 
that! prophets are already at work 
figuring the time when the world 
shall pass away as the result of some 
great natura! cataclysm.

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WHITNEY’S PRISON LABOR DEALS 


When ‘the Conservative party was 
in opposition in the Legislative As- 
sembly, remarks the Brantford Ex- 
positor, its members attacked a con- 
tract for tho manufacture of woof- 
en goods in ‘the Centrul Prison, mido 
by the Mowat Go-ernment with the 
Brandon Manufacturing. Company. 
Piecework prices alf{ |thajt time were 
based on prison [abor at 500. per day, 
and in addition, tle contractors were 
to pay to the Government the sum of 
$6,500 per yean to cover the salaries 
of the overnment’ employees enzaz- 
ed upon the industries, The piece- 
work prices were in most! cases about 
three times as much as the present 
azreement| calls for, but motwith- 
standin this fact, when the contract 
came before ithe Legislative Assem- 
bly in March, 1890, ijt was strongly 
opposed by the then Opposition, by 
labor representatives and manufac- 
turers. The result was that thecon- 
tract: system fon the employment of 
prison labor was abandoned, so far 
as woodenwaire is concerned, and the 
“public account’ system (direct man- 
ufacture by ithe Government), substi- 
tuted. Under this system! the pro- 
vinoe ‘mot only had direét control 
of ithe prisoners instead of haviniz 
them placed under control of con- 
tractors, but allso had, control of the 
producitis of tha prison, and all par- 
ties were. satisfied. 

What did the Whitney Government 
do? It restored a system of hand- 
ling prison labor which \the Consery- 
ative party, had condemned, in 1890; it 
hired out prison labor all 30 conts in- 
stead of 6Uf cents per, diem, and in- 
stead of getting $6,500 to cover the 
salaries of Government employees 
workinjz for ithe contractoy, it paid

Colonel Sam Hughes moved that 
in the opinion of the House the best 
interests of the country could be 
served by the construction forthwith 
of a canal, or rather the opening up 
of the waterways from Coboconk 
northtvard to the head of the Gull 
River waters. He suggested that a 
seyenteen-foot dam would raise 
waters and would serve the dobblo 
purpose of forming a storage reser- 
yoir for the Trent Valley, Canal, and 
would also furnish some thirty or 
forty miles of navigation through 
Mountain, Twelye Mile, Big, and Lit- 
tle Bascom, Maple and other lakes. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier enquired whe- 
ther the dam would not raise the 
leyel of the water and drown out a 
large quantity of valuable timber. 

Colonel Hughes replied that the 
lumber could be easily cut before 
the dam was erected, that as a rule 
the shores of the lakes were higb, 
and in the interior there was zood

HICH COURT (NON-JURY) 


Only Two Cases on Docket. 

The December sittings of the Hizh 
of Justice (non-jury) opened Mon- 
day aj’ 11 o'clock, at the Court House, 
Mr. Justice Britton presiding.

Adjournment Delaying New York 


ON THE ISLE ROYALE 


Steamer Monarch Lies Helpless 
—A Total Wreck. 


ONLY ONE LIFE WAS LOST 


Vessel Struck the Rocks on Friday 
Night, and Soon Pounded to Pieces 
—Crow and Passengers Took to 
Lifeboats and By Hard and Con- 
tinuous Efforts Succeeded In 
Reaching the Shore. 


Port Arthur, Dec. 11.—Tho steamor 
Monarch of the Northern Navigation 
Co.’s line was wrecked on Isle 
Royale, about forty miles from hero, 
on Saturday. 

The passengers and crew, forty in 
all, with tho exception of Watchman 
J. Jacques of Point Edward, are safe. 


Jacques was drowned when the 
steamer struck tho rocks. 

The rescued passengers were all 
safely landed at Port Arthur last 


night by the tug Whalen. 

Of the passengers all are well ex- 
cepting Mr. Farquar, a passenger for 
the Soo, who suffered from exposure 
and was taken to the hospital 

Vessel a Total Loss. 

The Monarch was wrecked on the 
east ond of Isle Royale, and is a total 
loss. She struck on Friday night, and 
soon was pounded to pieces. Nothing 
remains above the water but the pi- 
lot-house. 

The crew and passengers took to 
lifeboats and only by hard efforts and 
a miracle were they able to reach the 
shore of Isle Royale. Here they are 
stranded in a most helpless condition 
without food or shelter. 

On reaching shore the crew were in 
an extremely exhausted condition. 
Fortunately a few dry matches wers 
found on one of the passengers, and 
a fire was immediately started. This 
fire attracted the attention of the 
lighthouse-keeper at Passage Island, 
who started for the scene at once. 
He had a small boat and was unable 
to land. Purser Seaumont was the 
only man sufficiently able to swim 
out in the cold water, and reached the 
boat of the lighthousekeeper. Here he 
told the story of the wreck. 

Passage Island lighthouse is about 
five miles from the scene of the 
wreck.

To the Mayor and Aldermen,—I bez 
to make my yeurly report of fires, 
false alarms, practices, fines and 
meetings. 

We had itwventy-five ruas, of which 
which nine were for chimneys, some 
of which had mot been cleaned out 
for years. Lb would bo a good thing 
if the by-law re chimney sweeping, 
was «luz up and published, to wake 
up the public to the fact that their 
obimneys need brushing owt once a 
year ait least. 

We had thirteen fires, none of 
which were of any [zrealt size, $300 
wouid cover the lanzest; amd the to- 
tal loss by fire since last seport 
would not exceed $1,000. 

Of false alarms we have only had 
three. This speaks well for ‘the 
youths of the town—it shows they, 
respect the laws. 

Of practices, we had fourteen, of 
from one-half ito tinree-quartera of an 
hour dry hose coupling. We ended 
The season of practice by a test of 
speed on the park. Sides were chos- 
en and some |jzood, quick work was 
put mp. The Chief presented all the 
men with a handsome souvenir for 
‘their ood work and prompt attend- 
ance at all practices. 

We have he!d twelve meetinzs since 
last report, alll of which were well 
attended. We reloaded the hose wa- 
gon wh five of those meetings, so as 
ta keep ithe hose im better condition. 

There had been mo fi imposed on 
account of the inefficiency of the 
fire alarm, but since that has been 
remedied jthere has been five for the 
third quarter, aind there will be sev- 
eral for ‘this last quarter. ‘Taking 
it on the whole, the men turn out 
exceptionally well. | 

There has been only one fire of 
Suspicious orizin, and os far as 1 
know now the party has not receiv- 
ed any insurance jthercfrom, One 
tive wos caused by, the insulation 
or \the elecitrie wires being defective; 
it was noticed, in time and no bud re- 
sults huppened. The houso was 
wired by a firm ithat was deing busi- 
ness in town some years ago. Two 
were from unknown causes aod one 
from a lami upsettiniz ; the rest wero 
from sundry causes such as cureless- 
ness, stove pipes, dirty chimneys und 
boys of jtenden years with mutches.

THAT FILTRATION BY-LAW. 

By action of the Town Council a 
by-law is to be submilted ait the 
municipal elections nuthorizing tho 
borrowing of iliventy thousand dol- 
{ars for the purpose of constructinz 
a new filtering plant. Good water 
is one of the most important needs 
of ‘this or any other community, and 
no reasonable |thing should be left 
undone in order ito secure it, but this 
is) a majller that requires very care- 
ful consideration. Lindsay, with o 
thirty mill rate, or more, cannot of- 
ford the luxury, of a twenty thous- 
and dollar experiment. Tt ts claimed 
by womo that there has mever been 
a case of typhoid fever from the 
water; a statemnet suo) as thiat 
would be a difficult thing to prove, 
but if that is so, then why, spend 
twenty, thousand dollars on a now 
filtration ssytem for water that Is 
cluimed to be firee from disease, and 
if it is unzed as a matter of preoau- 
tion, it is useless, for if there aro 
typhoid germs at the intake, filter- 
ing will not eradicate them. In or- 
der ‘to be safe, the source just be 
right, and whalt is the source in this 
case? The Sewsoy—practically a 
mill-pond, wibh no living stream of 


any ageounb flowing into it, bat fed 
by the rains and freshets on the wa- 
tenshed tributary to it, and receiving 
the refuse and sewage of one larze 
town and several villages, and ofall 
the farm houses, barayards, graye- 
yards, dead fish, dead frogs and dead 
animals, in that la tract of coun- 
try. The outlet is situated 
the intake pipe, is at best a cana}, 
fagt fillimg up with growizg weeds 
and rushes, and which bas been dam- 
med up fon several decudes and ne- 
cessarily has ‘been the recoptable of 
‘the accumulation of mud and filth of 
thab lainze district in all these years. 
Toronto Bay is about two miles wide 
and open ati both ends, with a contin- 
ual current throwzh it, and yet you 
could mot induce the citizens of To- 
ronto to make fthat the source of 
their water supply — they zet their 
water throwzh a pips extended out 
in Lake Ontario u considerable dis- 
tanse outside of the island. They 
have no system of filtration, but they 
are spending, over'a quarter, of a mil- 
lion dollars on a jtunel under the bay 
in order toi keep out the bay water 
and maike their source of supply safe. 
They have had a lot of experience 
with experts, and brought one man 
from, Europe, and I believe paid him 
fifteen thousand dollars. 

There are some who blame ‘the 
wells here as ibeing the cause or 
source of some disease, and if they 
are, in order ito effect a cure in that 
direction, there 1s no other course 
but jto close them. Have our rulers 
figured on what it would cost to lay 
water pipes so as to raech all hous- 
es Gnside of ithe corporation, for 
should it finally be decided that a 
new filterinjz plant be put in the sys 
tem must, to be of any use, cover the 
town, and if all this is done and this 
large amount 6f money spent (in the 
oeizhborhood of fifty thousand dol- 
lars) whut will have been uccomplish- 
ed? Will we not be just where we 
sitarced, minus the money ¥ Will we 
not still Lave canul water, apparent- 
ty 2 worse article than what Toron- 
to is spending over two hundred and 
(ifty thousind dollars to get away 
trom? for in our case the source 
will not have been chanzed in any 
wiy, nor is it proposed to change it. 
with our present supply. The mod- 
ern, up-to-date water plant or sys- 
tem for a piace like Lindsay is ur- 
tesian we and many believe that 
an artesian system is the remedy for 
this town.

EXPLOSION OF A BOILER. 


Conflagration Follows—Over $6500,- 
000 Damage At Lynn, Mass.—Elev- 
en People Seriously Injured. 


Lynn, Mass., Dec. 7—The explo- 
sion of a boiler in the four-storey fac- 
tory building of the F. J. Harney 
Shoe Mig. Co., and the fire which im- 
mediately followed destroyed four- 
teen buildings in the West Lynn 
manufacturing district, causing a to- 
tal loss estimated at about $520,000, 
Eleven persons were injured, one, 
Miss Cecilia Trandeberg, an opera- 
tor in one of the factories, having 
her skull fractured. She is in a critic- 
al condition at the hospital. 

That no lives were lost or more peo- 
ple injured is attributed to the fact 
that the explosion occurred before 
the factory operatives had assembled. 
Twenty minutes later there would 
have been 600 employes at their ma- 
chines. The flames spread with great 
rapidity, driven by a south-east gale, 
and swept through the district in 
West Lynn. A general alarm summon- 
ed help from Boston, Salem and Sau- 
gus, and after two hours of fighting, 
the flames were under control. 

The cause of the explosion is not 

known. Many thrilling rescues were 
effected, the police department being 
especially conspicuous for its hero- 
ism, while the fire fighters devoted 
thefr efforts to keeping the blaze con- 
fined to @ narrow territory. 
_ The Harney Co. lose $300,000, with 
insurance of $256,000; Tufts & Fried- 
man, $150,000, insurance $60,000; 
John H. Owens Co. $45,000, insurance 
$25,000; Jacobson & Jacobs $20,000, 
insurance $12,000; Russell factory 
$5,000, insurance $4,000. The losses cn 
the ) ace buildings were apparently 
small. 


CARS IN COLLISION. 


Six Persons Hurt In Montreal and 
Ona Will Die. 

Montreal, Dec. 7.—A very serious 
accident occurred last night, when two 
crowded street cars collided on Bleury 
street, near the mountain. Both cars 
were badly damaged. Following is a 
list of the most seriously injured: 

Norman Boucher, 14 years of age, 
messenger boy, right leg off above 
kmee and compound fracture of left 
leg; fatally injured. 

Joseph Boivin, conductor, concus- 
sion of the brain and bruises on the 
body. 

Samuel Morin, two legs broken. 

George Weller, compound fracture of 
the left leg. 

Mamie O’Donell, cut on the head 
and injured back. 

G. W. Scott, Mance street, badly cut 
on_the face and head, rib broken. 

Florence O’Donell, both ankles brok- 
en. 

Several others were hurt, but were 
able to go to their homes. Snow had 
fallen all day, ond the rails were wet 
and slippery.

Vancouver, B.0., Dec. 7,—By the 
breaking of a enble during the con- 
struction of a Government bridge 
across the Thompzon River, near Ash- 
croft, yesterday, seven workmen were 
thrown into the river and three 
drowned. EB, A. Bldridge, Hugh Mc- 
Millan and Arthur McMillan of Van- 
couver were the victims. 

Killed In Jacob’s Mine. 

Cobalt, Dec. 7.—Goorge Rush, for- 
merly of Little Current, an employe 
at the Jacobs mine, died yesterday 
Morning as %he result of an accident 
at the mine. He and one Girard were 
hand-drilling in o drift. It is sup- 
posed some powder was left from oa 
previous blast, and the milling caused 
a secondary explosion. Girard comes 
from Fantlake Hill, east of Montreal. 
It is feared he will lose his eyesight. 
He has been taken to Montreal Hos- 
pital. George Rush was married, and 
leaves a wife and two children.

REACH SETTLEMENT, 


Steel and Coal Companies Patch 
Up a Truce For Two Years. 


AN ALL NIGHT CONFERENCE 


Steel Company to Got Coal at a New 
Figure and Courts to Decide Valid- 
ity of Old Contract—Large Part 

of Credit of Settlement Due to 
Hon. W. S. Fielding Who 
Worked Untiringly. 


Montreal, Dec, 8,—After an all- 
night session, the Dominion Coal and 
Steel Companies patched up their now | 
famous dispute, It is not a final set- 
tlement; that has to be determined 
in the courts; but a two years’ agree- 
ment has been entered into by which 
the Steel Company pays the Coal Com- 
pany $1.50 aditional per ton, making 
the price about $2.75 instead of $1.24, 
as formerly. 

The Steel people will receive the 
grades of coal they desire at the new 
prices, 

In the meantime a friendly suit, if 
there be such, will be indulged in by 
the two companies to have the courts 
decide what damage, if any, the Coal 
Company shall pay for their refusal 
to allow the Steel people to pick their 
coal. If tho court decides in favor 
of the Coal interests, then a new con- 
tract at the inereased prices will be 
made at the end of the two years. 

Mr. Plummer is emphatic in his 
statements that the present arrange- 
ment is binding for two years only. 

A very large part of the credit of 
settling the dispute must be given 
to Hon. W. S. Fielding, who came 
down from Ottawa Thursday and 


practically spent all day and night 
in conferring with the two boards and 
bringing thom to terms. Some days 
ago a settlement seemed as far away 
as ever, but the friendly offices of 
Mr. Fielding have worked wonders. 
General satisfaction is expressed 
here among all classes of people at 
the successful termination of the 
long-drawn-out dispute, and warm 
words of praise are given to Mr. 
Fielding for his splendid success. 


GERMANY AND MOROCCO. 


Bill Ratifying Algeciras Convention 
Passes Reichstag. 

Berlin, Dec. 8.—The Reichstag yes- 
terday discussed the Algeciras con- 
vention. Woreign Minister Tschirsky 
explained Germany’s position through- 
out the Moroccan conference. In the 
meanwhile, the secretary added, pre- 
paratory steps had been taken for the 
enforcement of the Algeciras conven- 
tion. 

In reply to a question, he said the 
Franco-Spanish note contained a de- 
claration that the measures of the 
two, powers were only designed to 
have a quieting effect upon the Mo- 
roccan population. The same note 
had been handed to all the powers. 
Germany, the secretary continued, had 
no occasion to oppose the joint ac- 
tion of France and Spain. 

Finally the bill ratifying the Alge- 
ciras convention passed its first and 
second reading. 


FEARS FOR LAKE STEAMERS. 
Sarnia Crew, Lost Sight of In a 
Storm, Is Missing. 

Detroit, Dec. 8.—Grave fears are en- 
tertained regarding the steamer Lake 
Michigan and the wooden steamer 

Sidney OC. McLouth. 

The Lake Michigan, with a crew of 
12, mostly from Sarnia, Ont., has not 
been reported since she cast away 
the barge Wawanosh, in Thursday’s 
storm, the barge being wrecked later 
near Oscoda. 

The McLouth, formerly known as 
the Rochester, of the Union Line, 
carries a crew of 20 men, most of 
whom reside at Marine, City, Mich. 
The McLouth left Port William Mon- 
day night for Buffalo. Capt. J. M. 
Shackett commands the McLouth and 
Capt. Charles Millard is master and 
part owner of the Lake Michigan. 


BOLOMEN ATTACK AND KILL. 


U. S. Detachment Loses Five Killed 
and Ten Wounded In Philippines. 
Manila, Dec. 8.—Later reports of 

the fighting in the Island of Leyte, 

Dec. 5, show that Capt. Samuel V. 

Ham, with a detachment of Company 

L of the 8th Infantry, and a force of 

constabulary under Lieut. Ralph P. 

Yates, Jr., were attacked by 60 bolo- 

men near LaPaz on the Taragona 

trail. 

The Pulajanes, who had a few guns, 
fired a volley, and then made a rush 
upon the American force with their 
bolos. ive Americans were killed 
and ten were wounded. The enemy 
lost twenty killed. A detachment has 
started in pursuit of the insurgents.

Rochester, N.Y., Dec. 7—A wind, 
blowing at 45 miles an hour, struck 
Rochester at 8 o'clock this afternoon.

the seat of the French Embassy, in 
an endeavor to express their pleasure 
over France’s action towards the 
church. 

The whole garrison of Rome was 
employed to face the demonstrators 
and to protect the Vatican. The Va- 
tican was surrounded by cavalry and 
the bridges leading to the apostolic 
palace were barred by troops. All the 
streets leading to the Palace Farnese 
were protected by soldiers with fixed 
bayonets. 

The demonstrators, led by a dozen 
radical] socialists and republican mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Deputies, in- 
cluding Prince Borghese, after vainly 
attempting to break the cordon, ob- 
tained candles and formed into a 
mock procession, intoning the mis- 
erere, as an indication of the death 
of clericalism amidst cries of ‘‘ Long 
live Frence;” “Long liye Clemen- 
ceau,” and “Down with the Vatican.” 

Fresh attempts were then made to 
beat back the cordon, and the cavalry 
chased the demonstrators. A few of 
them were slightly injured and sever- 
al arrested. Amid roars and shouts — 
and the singing of the Marseillaise the + 
ferment continued until late in the 
evening. 


FIRST SUNDAY IN FRANCE. 


Comparatively Quiet Over the Separ- 
ation of Church and State—Some 
Demonstration In Provinces. 


Paris, Dec. 17—The serious disturb- 
ances that it was believed would en- 
sue yesterday, the first Sunday un- 
der the law separating church and 
state, were not realized. The services 
in this city in particular passed off 
most calmly. There was a notable in- 
crease in the sizes of the congrega- 
tions. In a few cases rowdies entered 
churches wearing their hats, but were 
promptly arrested. 

Clashes In the Provinces. 

In the provinces there was great 
excitement in many places. Large 
processions, chanting psalms, accom- 
panied the clergy to and from the 
churches. Counter demonstrations 
took place in several cities, notably 
Perpignan and Amiens, where Catho- 
lics and Free Thinkers came into col- 
lision, but the police dispersed the 
crowds. Several demonstrators were 
injured. 

Bishop De Briz, while receiving the 
official notice to leave the bishopric 
of Meaux yesterday morning, sufier- 
ed a violent nervous shock and fell 
unconscious. Later he recovered. 

Clergymen Summoned. 

Clergymen at all points are being 
summoned for breaking the law of 
1881. A large number of declarations 
have been filed. Almost all the bisb- 
ops’ palaces and seminaries have 
been vacated. 

At Lesheven a commissary of pe 
lice was chased from the church and 
stoned, and finally had to draw his 
revolver to protect himself. 

At Bordeaux a single declaration 
for private worship in the entire dio 
cese has been filed. 

Real Separation. 

Rome, Dec. 17.—The Pope rejoiced 
Saturday night that the occurrences 
in France are not so serious as had 
been feared. 

He received Cardinal Satolli, who 
explained the situation with regard 
to Catholicism in the United States 
where there exists real separation be- 
tween church and state. The cardinal 
said that the benevolent attitude of 
the state toward religion resulted in 
the complete and dignified liberty of 
the church. 

“That,” exclaimed the Pope, 
really a regime of progress.”

DR. CRICHTON OF CASTLETON. 


CourtsDeclares His Name Should Be 
Restored to the Rogister. 

Toronto, Dec. 17—Judgment in the 
appeal of Dr. Grichton of Castleton 
from the ruling of the Medical Coun- 
cil, striking his name from the rolls 
for “disgraceful and infamous con- 
duct,” in a professional sense, in 
having advertised a la grippe cure, 
was given out by the division court 
on Saturday. 

The court allows the appeal, with- 
out costs, and declares that his name 
should be restored to the register, 
but without prejudice to the question 
as to whether, on a subsequent en- 
quiry, there may not be proper 
ground found for erasing his name. 
The case was argued before Chan- 
cellor Boyd and Justices Magee and 
Mabee. 

In summing up the case, the chan- 
cellor goes on to say that the Medical

given by the Legislature to the Law 
Society.

GOOD ANIMALS DESIRABLE, 


Unlike the mannfeaturer, who uses 
tthe latest improved machinery, both 
for cconemy in manufacturing and 
for quality of finished product, the 
Yormer yery often disnezanls sound 
business prinsiples and teachings and 
attempts the zrewth or manufacture 
of animal products with inferior 
tools, oftentimes |zoiny so far as to 
attempt cho impossible.

the desires to make with them, and 
mob some uncertain, indefinite thing 
for future determination.

It is stated that Canadian cold- 
storaze facilities are improving. Dur- 
inz the season now closing, shipments 
of pears and other fruits from Onta- 
rio to Glaszow bave arrived in as 
ood, a condition as when it left the 
farm on which it was grown This 
means ‘better prices and hizher pri- 
ces for our fruit. 


It is reported that a new corn-hus- 
king machine has been invented by 
two men of Wisconsin. It is claim- 
«ed the new invention will husk the 
corn without breaking the kernels 
and does the work very thoroazhly. 
The machina is operated by an eizht- 
cen horee-power gasoline engine and 
delivers the corn into the crib. Tho 
inventors claim that tho machino 
will take care of twenty acres of 
corm a day, and do the work of 
thirty men. 

A sheep should never be cauzht by 
its wool. This method mot only caus- 
es the animal unnecessary pain, but 
in tho case of the sheep that are to 
ibe killed, it does much harm to tho 
joint of mutton that lies under- 
neath where the wool was pulled. It 
causes a dark bruise just in the sumo 
manner as our bodies become oolor- 
ed from being bruised. The proper 
way, to caitch a sheep is to take it 
either by the hind lez just above the 
gambriel jot, or by putting the 
band underneath the jaw or neck. 

The hog-rearing industry has made 
rapid strides in the province of Que- 
bec during the (past year. The 
campaign in the interests of the ba- 
con hos that has been carried on 
through Farmers’ Institutes and 
other meetings conducted by the de- 
partment of agriculture, together 
with the distribution of auction sales 
of improved swine of ithe (‘bacon 
breeds, the hizh price of hogs that 
has prevailed durin the season, and 
the bonus paid by tho packers for 
animals of superior bacon type, have 
all tended to gtir up the farmers to 
the possibilities of the industry. 


At the Central Experimental Farm 
this year the following feed is giv- 
ta the dairy cows; 

The rowzhaze ration is made up of 
straw roots, ensilaize nd, clover hay. 
The straw was cut, the roots were 
pulped and a mixture of 400 lbs. en- 
silaze, 200 Ibs. of roots and 30 lbs. 
cut straw was prepared every «ec- 
ond day. ‘his mixture being putin 
a solid pile, ferments more or less in 
a few hours, and ‘the whole mass be- 
comes quite juicy and is apparently 
very palatable to the cows. Tt was 


fed at the rate of iwbout 40 lbs. per 

1,000 lbs. live weizht of the cow. 
The meal mixture consists of bran 

50 pants, oats jzround 25 parts, and 


foil meal 25 parte” his was fed at 
the same time as the rouzhagy, each 
cow recoiving meal im proportion to 
the milk which sho |zavo. 

After the sucoulant roujzhaze and 
meal wero fed, each cow jrot about 
two pounds of clover hay.

Poterboro People Clad They Did Not In- 
vest Ina Filtration 8chemo. 

Monday's Examiner: Judjginiz by re- 
ports from American cities in which 
expensive filtration plants have been 
installed, with a view of purifying the 
water supply Pelerboro Water Com-

of, but they are all dirty. That Js one 

of the sacred privileges of boyhood. 

Some of the deeper shades of dirt 
have faded off the hands and faces of 
the lads in the Newsboys’ home situ- 
ated near Newspaper row in New 
York. The gamins who lodge there 
are required to wash occasionally and 
to take a bath once a week. Somehow 
the little chaps rather like the novel 
experience. Maybe it ts the shower 
bath that reconciles them. And then 
they have a chance to douse each other 
and do athletic stunts. The average 
hoy has no objection to water as such 
Provided he can get his whole body in 
it. He will even run off and take the 
chance of a licking to go swimming, 
It is the application of water to his 
hands and face that galls bis proud 
spirit. 

There are various newsboys’ homes 
4n the larger citles of the country, but 
it is believed that the New York tin- 
stitution {is the parent one. It bas 
been in existence something over half 
a century. It has reclaimed number- 
less walfs, returned runaway Inds to 
their parents, besides furnishing a 
home for regiments of boys that had 
no other shelter. Meals, and of a good, 
substantia! sort at that, may be had 
for 5 cents, while beds rango all the 
way from 5 to 15 cents. The fifteen 
cent cots are In a raom to themselves 
that the boys call ‘the Waldorf.” It 
is a proud day when an urchin gradu- 
ates Into thas exclusive buneh, 

The newsboys’ lodging house has an 
Ings bank Into which the oceu- 
pants can drop thelr pennies. It con- 
sists of o number of numbered and 
locked boxes with slits fn the top, 
and here the lads deposit their small 
earnings. They recelye interest on 
these deposits, and if the amount 
grows sufliciently large it Is taken out 
and placed In some nearby savings 
bank. There have been a few accounts 
that grew to o thousand dollars or 
more, but these were not from regular 


newsboys, but from those woo haa 
graduated Into driving paper wagons 
or some similar occupation. The ur- 
chins, for the most part, draw out their 
earnings to spend them on the gal- 
leries at the Bowery theaters, at 


Coney Island or at “crap. shooting.” | 
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Theré are about 180 boys in the home 
at one time. Only those are lodged 
that have no homes of their own. 

One of the things that make the place 
attractive to the lads is tho gymna- 
slum. Here are all the usual athletic 
parapbernalja, bars, clubs and the like, 
Tho sport that fs liked best by the 
gamins, however, 1s boxing. Those who 
don the gloves have to carry out the j 
game according to rules, os the {dea of | 
ao “square deal” in sport is quite well | 
developed among these small Amer!i- 
cans. It would be imagined that they 
have enough fighting on the streets 
without resorting to prize fights, but 
thelr life is such a struggle that it de- 
velops that side of their nature to the 
full. 

The event of the year at the home, 
bowever, Is the Christmas dinner. The 
boys themselves assist in preparing this 
feast. In lelsure hours they pare pota- 
toes, turnips, onions and what not, help 
get the other yegetables ready ond 
generally make themselves ugeful. 


(bey regard it as their affair and there 


fore take a pride in pérforming what 
otherwise would be irksome tasks 
They enter Into these duties with the 
same spirit that they would display al 
a game of craps or a fight. 

There are about G00 urchins fed in 
the home each Christmas, and {t is safe 
to say that no feast in the land is more 
enjoyed, Table etiquette may not be 
forks and 
spoons may not be used in just the 
proper ways, fingers being more fre- 
quently employed, and St is barely pos- 
sible that the boys “swipe” what they 
cannot eat, but at any rate they are 
enthusiastic. They may reach for ey- 
erything in sight, eat the ple first, grab 


bones at the small diners across the 
room and use thelr well developed 
lungs {n a manner that starts the bolts 
in the steel framework of the building, 
but all these little idiosyncrasies only 
indicate that they are having the time 
of their lives. It is related that on one 
occasion a large and succulent ple was 
placed before each gamin and that in 
about two minutes most of those ples 


j bad disappeared. When a “cop” pres- 


ent made a strenuous talk about pastry, 
the ples were pulled out from under 
tattered conts, where they had been 
stowed for future emergencies. The 
hard life of the street does not tend to 


bring out a very fine sense of “meum 
et tuum” and the divine right of prop- 
erty. In fact, it must be admitted that 
many of the boys will steal on occa- 
sion, but, considering the life they lead, 
who can wonder? There is no objec- 
tion to the lads filling their not too 
clean pockets with the remains of the 
feast, however, and they religiously 
ayail themselves of this privilege. It is 
Q point of etiquette for an Indian guest 
to carry away what he cannot devour, 
and these little chaps are the Indians 
of the streets. 

But how they do enjoy that Christ- 
mas dinner! No epicure eyer got more 
delight out of an educated but sated 
appetite than do the New York gamins 
out of thelr turkey, potatoes swimming 
in gravy, cran- 
berry sauce and 
mince ples. 
Long before the 
hour for the 
spread they 
gather. about 
the doors, fight- 
ing for places, 
Uke a hungry 
bunch of Eng- # 
ish sparrows 
over a jyorm. 
How they stum- f 
ble, leap and 
Swarm up the 
stairways, slide 
for their places 
and get busy 
filling the ach- 
ing volds with- 
In them! Older 
folks who witness the spectacle laugh 
with their mouths and weep with their 
eyes to see it. It Is doubtful if any 
other scene in life contains so much 
of both the grotesque and pathetic. 

Outside of the spread at the home, 
many of the papers often. arrange 
feasts for the urchins who sell “papes.’”” 
Mr. Randolph Guggenhelmer fills a 
large collection of empty newsboy 
stomachs on Washington's birthday.

The other event was the announce- 
ment last evening of the dissolution 
of Parliament, an election on Febru- 
ary 2nd and the meeting of the Hause 
on March 8th.

Resignation a Bombshell. 

Mr. Green’s resignation is the bomb- 
shell, especially in view of the rela- 
tions existing between him and the 
Premier. He was regarded as the 
wicked partner of the Government, 
ond the cunning craft came very use- 
fol when election funds were to be 
raisad or election artifices employed. 
He was the Premier's first lieutenant 
and principal confidant, and it is 
certain that extraordinary pressure 
was brought to bear on Mr. McBride 
to compel him to dispense with his 
services. No one believes he is leay- 
ing yoluntarily. Some attribute his 
withdrawal to pressure from Govern- 
ment House and others to influence 
withim the party. Perhaps both are 
in’ a meesure responsible for the 
move.

Tho 
motre rate had) bean imoreased, yet it 
war) a fact that a number of takers 
bad chamged voluntarily from flat 
to metre rate, and four were payinjz 
more than before — one of these was 
Mr. Beal, and another was himsolf 
(Plavelle), Mr. Beal contended that 
the ratepayers jgenerally had not 
benefitted in any way from the pur- 
chase of the works, yet he had heard 
it said halt the Commissioners had 
put in an! extra pipe across Lhe river 
for the protection of the east ward, 
connections to the Beal and Rider & 
Kitchener industries, and nine addi- 
tional hydrants, for which they had 
not chainzed one, cent. 

If the people voted the $20,000 ask- 
ed for there was not a ahadow of 
doubt /that the filtration system 
would (ascomplish all ithut was 
predicted.

demic? Tho \bext sanitary experts 
say ithere will be no difficulty in el- 
iminajtinyz 95 to $8 per cent. of all 
impurities, and ithe aeration will 
take away tho disazreeaiblo taste 
and smell sd frequently complained of 
and give us a pure, wholesome ar- 
tiole. Tha Washington water was 
not aerated, and thia is now being 
Tomedied. London, Enz., and al- 
most every city in the motherland 
ure using sand filters with splendid 
results. 

There was another way in which 
the Lindsay (Commissioners were 
benefitting the town without change 
—by supplying water free for street 
sprinkling. Tho town of Peterboro 
pays $1500 annually for o similfyr cer- 
vice; Lindsay nothing, yet the 
business men (pay u substantial 
frontage rate for street sprinkling. 
The money, if valid, would be used 
solely for the object stated, and any 
balance left unexpanded would be 
handed back. Personally he believed

DEATH OF BISHOP M'CABE. 


As Regimental Chaplain Was a Pris- 
oner In Libby Prison. 

New York, Dec. 20.—Bishop Oharles 
McOnbe of the Methodist Episcopal 
Ohurch died in the New York Hospi- 
tal yeaterday. Death was due to apo- 
plexy, with which the bishop was 
stricken on Dee. ll. 

The late bishop was often referred 
to os one of the most popular men in 
American Methodism, and his earnest 
ness and financial ability made him 
a great power in the ministerial life 
of the United States. He was born in 
Athens, O., October 11, 1836. In 1862 
he became chaplain of the 122nd 
Ohio Infantry. During the battle of 
Winchester he was captured, and 
spent four months in Libby Prison. 

He was made bishop in 1896, and 
elected chancellor of the American 
University, Washington, in 1902.

Fort William Has 100,000 Tons of Good 
Anthracite In Stock. 

Fort William, Dec. 20—There is 
now et the head of the lakes about 
100,000 tons of commercial coal, 80,- 
000 tons of which is stored at the 
C©anadian Pacific docks at Nort Wil- 
liam.

Sir Henry Campboll-Bannerman, In 
Announcing Government's Decision,

London, Dec. 21.—The education 
bill was buried by Premier Campbell- 


Bannerman in the House of Commons 
yesterday afternoon. After a speech 


defending the course of the Lower 
House in rejecting the House of 
Lords amendments and repudiating 


the claim of the peers, that they have 
the right to lecture the Commons on 
the subject, the Premior announced 
that the Government had decided to 
withdraw the measure. 

Lords’ Action Intolerable. 

‘Ts the general election and its re- 
sult to go for nothing?” he asked 
with warmth. “It is intolerable that 
the second chamber, while one party 
is in power, shall be its willing ser- 
vant, and that when that party is 
emphatically condemned by the coun- 
try it shall still be able to thwart and 
distort the policy which the electors 
approved. It may be necessary to 
submit for the moment, but neither 
the resources of the British constitu- 
encies nor of the House of Commons 
are yet wholly exhausted, and a way 
must and will be found whereby the 
will of the people, expressed through 
their elected representatives in tho 
House of Commons, will be made to 
prevail.””

MR. BECK ON POWER. 


Minister Tells What Cheap Electric 
Energy Will Accomplish. 
Toronto, Des. 21.—At last night’s 
public meeting in Association Hall 
Hon. Adam Beck gave reasons why 
the power bylaw should be carried on 

Jan. 1st next. 

Mr. Beck gave a cogent ard suc- 
cinct resume of the work done by the 
Hydro-Hlectrie Power Commission, 
substantiated the absolute reliability 


| of the figures submitted as to cost 


of power, etc., urged the immense ad- 
vantages that would accrue to the 
city through cheap power, and finally 
answered most conclusively a score 
of questions tending to induce the 
electors to doubt the wisdom of com- 
mitting the city to so great an under- 
taking. 

The chief objections offered to the 
scheme, which have been urged dur- 
ing the past few weeks, were embodied 
in a series of questions proposed by 
Mr. Robert McKay, a local lawyer, 
and were answered seriatim by Mr. 
Bock, assisted by Mr. A. F. Lobb, 
counsel to the Commission. 

The Price of Power. 

Mr. Beck also made an important 
announcement bearing upon the price 
at which power was to be delivered | 
to the municipalities. The question 
put was: 

“How would the Hydro-Electric 
Commission get this power if requir- 
ed by the municipalities?’ He re- 
plied: 

“The Commission called for tenders 
from the power companies at Niagara 
Falls, and the figures that we have 
given are based upon the maximum 
prices asked by the power companies 
themselves for power delivered for 
transmission at the Falls. 

“‘And this contract will be a benefit 
to the power company. It will se- 
cure a good customer—the Province 
of Ontario—at a good price. Yes, a 
high price. And yet they cry that we 
are driving capital from Ontario.” 


Express Cars Burned. 

Toronto, Dec. 21—Three Dominion 
Express cars have been burned at 
Powassan, on the O.P.R., between 
North Bay and Winnipeg, and offi- 
cials will make a rigid investigation. 
The cars contained a number of Christ- 
mas presents from the east. One 
surmise is that a package of highly 
combustible material, probably flash- 
light powder, has ignited. Although 
the company will not knowingly re- 
ceive such stuff, it is frequently ship- 
ped. 


Government Printers Ask More. 

Ottawa, Dec. 21.—A delegation from 
the linotype operators of the Govern- 
ment Printing Bureau waited on the 
Secretary of State yestorday and ask- 
ed for an increase in the wagos paid.
